The bill pro-
vides that the islands shall constitute a mili-
tary district, with suitable officials and under
proper restrictions, The exclusion of
gpirituons liquors is compnlsory. There

of the shore, or any person to effeet a land-
ing at other point on the islands. The
trade thence shall only be with San Francisco,
where two dollars per skin shall be collected
in lien of all other Government dues.
